WHAT VICTORIAN ORDER IS. | 


ersonal Mark of Royal Recognition 
Conferred on Sir Henry Pellatt. | 


The Royal Victorian Order which 
has been conferred by King George 
on Col. Sir Henry Pellatt and somu | 
of the officers of the Queen’s Own | 
Rifles was created by Queen Victoria 
in April, 1896. It is a personal mark 
of royal recognition and differs from | 
other orders in this respect; that it 
is bestowed without the recommenda: 
tion of the Cabinet and for this rea- 
son is the more highly prized by reci- « 
pients. Nominally, of course, all de- 
corations are the gift of the reigning 
sovereign but actually they are con- 
ferred on the advice of the Prime Min. 
ister of the day, 

Among those connected with the | 


Dominion who have received this 
mark of royal favor are Earl Grey. 
Lord Strathcona and Mount Royal; 
Col. 1. Hanbury-Williams; Joseph 
Pope and the Hon. J. 8. Hendrie; | 
and the list of those in England on 


includes the names of distinguished 
men who have rendered valuable ser- 
vices to the Empire. 

The decoration of the Royal Vic- 
torian Order is a Maltese cross of 
eight points, enamelled white. In the 
centre on a red enamelled ground is 
the monogram “V.R.I.” in gold sur- 
rounded by an oval band enamelled 
garter blue on which in gold letters 13 
the word “Victoria.” Surmounting ali 
is an imperial crown enamelled in the 
proper colors. There are five classes 
in the order. Members of the first- 
class wear the badge suspended from 
a ribbon over the right shoulder, the 
second and third classes round the 
neck and the fourth class on the left 
breast. The fifth class wear on the 
left breast a badge similar to that of 
the fourth but it is of frosted silver 
instead of enamel. The ribbon of the 
order is dark blue with three narrow 
stripes, red, white and blue at either 
edge. The silver medal of the order 
has on the obverse the bust of Queen 
Victoria surmounted by the inscrip- 
tion ‘Victoria Regina et Imperatrix ” 
On the reverse is the imperial mono 
gram “V.R.I.” and below on a rib- 
bon ‘Royal Victorian Medal” with 
an imperial crown. The medal is worn 
on the left breast suspended from a 
ribbon of the same color as that of 
the order,

MUO HUTS BEING REPLACED. 


James Bryce Assists by Beginning 
England’s Loan to Irish. 


The mud edifice is becoming a thing 
of the past in Ireland. It was more 
or less picturesque in descriptions of 
the landscape, but it was and is cer- 
tainly insanitary and often unfit for 
the abode of human beings. 

It still exiats too numerously, but: 
it has been the aim of the Irish re-. 
presentatives for a generation to 
abolish it in favor of habitable cot- 
tages. M@re than a quarter of a 
century ago the first laborers’ act wae 


| passed. From 1883 to 1906 20.000 cot- 


tages were erected for the laborers.. 
Local authorities had power to borrow 
money from the Gove:nment, repay- 
able by installments, and build the 
cottages with the proceeds, letting 
them at a charge which covered the 
cost. 

The work was slow because the 
rate ut which the money was borrow- 
ed was too high to enable the cottages: 
to be let without loss to the rates at 
a price that laborers could pay and 
because, as is usual in this red tape 
ridden country, a vast amount of 
money had to be spent on procedure,. 
which means in the end law costs. 

Then James Bryce came along and 
before his departure for Washingtorm 
made his chief secretaryship memor- 
able by an act which has done as: 
much for the laborers since his day,. 
and done it hetter and cheaner, as- 
was done in the previous quarter of 
a century. 

Procedure was simplified, and the 
money was lent upon favorable terms. 
Ireland got a loan of $22,500,000 at. 
31-2 per cent., covering both interest: 
and sinking fund, with other finan- 
cial advantages thrown in, and cot- 
tages could be erected and let to the 
laborers at rents as low as a shilling 
and sixpencé and even a shilling a 
week, 

But the money is now all gone,. 
and some thousands of laborers are 
still in the mud edifices comnarsahle 
to the kraal and the wigwam. The 
Irish party has been pressing the 
matter in Parliament and has induc- 
ed Mr. Birrell to let them have an-- 
other $5,000,000.

But, says Sir 
Frederick Treves, with the prefection 
of mechanical skill the zenith of hu- 
man handicraft has been passed. We 


are losing as a race the capacity for | 


the finer movements of the fingers 
now that the loom, the sewing mach- 
ine and the typewriter have reduced 
the products of a million hands into 
a soulless level of uniformity. Many 
instances present themselves to sup 
port the thesis. Metal, instend of be 
Ing wrought is cast in moulds; furni 
ture is decorated by stamping mach- 
ines; the camera and the electric bath 
have well-nigh killed the engraver’s 
art; and if there still be such crafts- 
men among us as were at once thie 
wonder and the glory of the Middle 
Ages, their hands find no similar ex- 
pression for their capacities, for ther 
is only here and there a purchaser for 
slow-wrought, and therefore costly, 
wares, 

Sir Frederick Treves sighed for the

EFFECT OF COLD ON PLANTS AND 
PEOPLE 


OME very curious effects of cold on 
plants are deseribed by a writer 
in The Lancet, apropos of our cold 

spring, which it appears has been notice. 


lable in England, as well as in this coun- 


try. It seems that the chilling of vari 
ous plants may produce sugar, mustard- 
oil, wintergreen oil, or prussie acid, If 
this is true of plants, it may be, the 
writer suggests, that variations of tem- 
perature or moisture may have their 
effect on the human organism, and modi 
fy our health and dispositions, We 
read: 

‘*The present snap of cold weather in 


regard to its effect upon the life-pro- 


- gp 


cesses of the plant recall the results of 
some interesting experiments in which 
plants were submitted to artificial cold 
and to the action of certain volatile 
fluids. It is well known that the potato 
develops a sweet flavor after it has 
been exposed to frost, and there seems 
to be little doubt that this is due to the 
formation and accumulation of sugar 
by the enzym (digestive ferment.) Un- 
der favorable conditions of temperature 
there is no xecumulation of sugar, be- 
cause the oxidation or respiratory pro- 
cess proceeds unhindered and sugar dis- 
appears, Cold does not stop the enzym 
working, but it arrests the respiratory 
process, which thus fails to destroy the 
-ugar, and so it accumulates in the tuber 
‘and gives it the well-known sweet taste 
of a frost-bitten potato, Further ob- 
servations have shown that cold precipi- 
tates an interaction between such gluco- 
sides as are present in the leaves of cer- 
tain ‘plants, When, for example, tile 
leaves of crucifers are strongly chilled 
or exposed to the vapor of chloroform 
they soon give evidence of mustard-oil 
being present. Similarly, the leaves of 
gaultheria produce methyl salicylate, 
the constituent of wintergreen-oil, Then 
in the case of those plants which pro- 
duce hydrocyanie acid, the so-called cy- 
anogenetic plants, the leaves on chilling 
evolve prussic acid, For some reason 
not yet clear, it would appear, there- 
fore, that the chloroformization or eth- 
erization, or chilling of plant leaves, 
sets up an interaction between what glu- 
cosides and ferments are present, result- 
ing in a premature formation of pro- 
duets which would be steadily and con- 
tinuously evolved under normal condi- 
tions of temperature, It is hardly sur- 
prizing, in view of these results, that 
when the even tenor of the spring or 
summer season is disturbed by the in- 
trusion of a period of very cold and 
severe weather, a profound influence 
one way or another is brought to bear 
upon vegetable life. It is difficult to 
conclude that unseasonable weather is 
without similar disturbances on the hu 
man mechanism, Apart from tempera 
ture, the question of moisture alone has 
a gr ‘y bearing upon the well-being 
of individuals than hitherto has been 
conceded to it, when we consider the im 
portant part which moisture plays in 
the great vital process. The study of 
moisture in air as a faetor in health is 
still in its infaney.’’ 

It is a question, the writer concludes, 
whether the great flunctuations in hu 
midity to which the English are exposed 
are not more directly responsible for un 
steady health than are variations of 
temperature such as are more common 
in this country. 


THE SEASONABLE STRAWBERRY 
(By H. L, Preston) : 


HEN in the early spring, the 
waiter brings you a dish of 
strawberries, the chances are 

nine out of ten that this fruit comes 
from the strawberry-farms of North 


Carolina, probably from the vicinity 
of Chadbourne, where, in tlie past dezen 
years, the ‘strawberry industry has as- 
sumed such proportions that as many as 
2,400 carloads of the fruit have been 
shipped north in one season, Mach 
enr averaged 300 crates of 32 quarts 
each, making 9,600 quarts to the eur, 
A fair price for the season would be 10 
cents per quart, wholesale, making the 
value of a car $960, and of the 2,400 


cars a total sum of h04,000, This 
would be the amount paid to the re 
ceivers of the fruit, amt consumers 


early in ‘tie ed ven rain Os, and 
amount; but figure the retail price thie 
that at wholesale, and it makes the 
tidy sum of $4,600,000 paid by the 
consuming publie for strawberries from 
the Chadbourne section of North Caro 
lina alone, 

About a dozen years ago, when North 
Carolina farmers were making little 
heady raising cotton and corn, an 
enterprising Yankee fruit-grower took 
au bunch of strawberry plants to Chad- 
bourne and set them out as an experi- 
ment, 
industry has grown to its present pro 
portions, When the first berries from 
North Carolina reach New York they 
generally bring 20 to 25 cents a quart 
by the crate, at the docks, but as they 
mature rapidly this price is soon low 
ered, and it is not unusual to have good 


berries from that section as low us 5 
cents a quart, in carload lots. It is 
seldom that the consumer gets the 


advantage of this reduction in price, 
The retail grocer knows that the price 
fluctuates from day to day, and he 
fixes his price so as to make at least 50 
per cent, on the berries, It is r to 
say that the average retail price on 
berries at the flush of the season is 15 
cents at the corner grocer’s, If the 
wholesale price is 10 cents the grocer 
does not raise his price, and if the next 
day the wholesale price should drop 
to 6 cents, or even to 5 cents, the re 
tail grocer charges the consumer the 
same 15 cents, 

Strawberries are so universally pro 
duced that they begin to arrive on the 
northern markets from Florida in Jan- 
uury, and the erop continues from dif 
ferent latitudes until September, Flor 
ida grows the earliest commercial ber 
ries of any importance, The carly 
ripening sections of Florida are around 
Plant City and Lake City. Berries 
from these points are shipped to the 
northern markets in refrigerator boxes 
holding $0. quarts each, In the box re- 
frigerators for the early berries in 
Florida the iee is put inside the boxes, 
arranged in galyanized-lined compart 
ments. The boxes are locked tignt, 
with only a vent for the flow of water 
from the melted ice, All these berries 
are shipped by express, whieh is very 
expensive, as the ice must be replenish 
ed en route, Any one passing the 
stations of Plant City or Lake City on 
a tour in Mlorida in January will notice 
large quantities of these red boxes 
piled on the station platforms, At first 
the berries are so scarce and valuable 
that they are shipped in pint boxes, 
which sell sometimes as high as 50 
cents each, wholesale, making the value 
of a qoart $1.00, This season a few 
pints of Niekomars, a very ehoice qual 
ity, brought $1,00 per pint. At Law 
tey and Starke, in the same State, the 
berries are shipped in erates by the 
curload, When these towns are ready 
to market their berries, the price is 
down, and the growers ship them in 
var lots by freight, although they must 
be refrigerated, 

After the Florida strawberries come 
those from the Charleston (8.C,) see 
tion, At one time Charleston was fa 
mous for its berries, but in recent years 
less than one hundred cars have been 


From that little beginning the} 


shipped annually from that territory 
Growers have found the weather so 
fickle and the frost so partial to the 
early bloom that the industry is grad 
ually being abandoned at Charleston 
In rotation the North Carolina berries 
follow those from Charleston, 

The seasons are such that, once the 
appetite is whetted for strawberries 
the demand is met, Hardly have the 
North Carolina berries been put out of 
the way when the big) juicy Grandies 
come in from Norfolk. When the Nor 
folk berries are at their height—the 
Norfolk berries are those from Cape 
Charles, Portsmouth, and smaller towns 
near by—the unloading of the steamers 
over the Old Dominion Line is an ani 
mated scene, Although the steamer is 
docked in the afternoon, not a berry is 
sold before 1 a.m, the next day, The 
berries are sorted in piles in the space 
allotted to receivers, each of whom has 
a specific spot designated by a specitic 
number, and at the stroke of* 1 a.m 
the gates are opened, the sellers take 
their respective places, and in two hours 
the entire cargo has been sold and is 
on the way to the various grocers in 
Manhattan, the Bronx, Brooklyn 
Queens, and Richmond, : 

After the Norfolks, the eastern shore 
of Virginia supplies the demand for ; 
few days, to be followed in turn bs 
Maryland, Delaware, and New Jersey 
Before the Jerseys cease coming, the 
berry patches and tields aleng the Llud 
son River are black with pickers, and 
for four weeks that section supplies not 
only New York, but New England, Th: 
strawberry is cultivated in New Yori 
State to its northern and western bor 
ders, and it is the last of August betor: 
this king of the small fruits is off the 
markets, 

This vear for the first time Louisian: 
berries have invaded the New Yor! 
market. They have sold as high aso 
cents a quart, wholesale.; One dealer 
had a ear of Louisiana berries on whieh 
he cleared $750 and returned a big 
price to the growers. There is uo onc 
fruit, barring apples, whieh is so long 
and continuously on the market as 
strawberries, and there is no other fruit 
Which is shipped in ear lots that is as 
perishable. Extreme enare must be tak 
en, not only with the pieking, paeking 
loading, and shipping, but in the ears 
jof the berries in transit, Along the 
trunk lines there icing stations t: 
replenish the refrigerators and 
the berries in good order,

KIPLING AS A SCHOOLBOY, 
Interesting Recollections of a ‘‘Queer 


Little Undersized Lad.” 


Schoolboy memories of a queer littla 
lud who afterwards was Rudyard Kip- 
ling were told in Chicago the other 
day by Capt. Arthur St. John, retirel 
the English army, 
traveler, and leader in the movement 
to reform Inglish prisons, Capt. St. 
John is in the United States as a dela 
gate from Kngland to the Internation- 


jal Prison Congress in Washington. 
“It was in 1378 or 1879 that I first | 
!remember Kipling,” 


said St. John, ‘‘1 
Was then in the upper forms of the 
United Service school, Westward Ho 
which 1s on the north Devon coast. A 
gueer little under-sized lad he wae 
then, perhaps 13 years old. I remem: 
ber hin distinetly and knew him ag 
well as an older boy in a large school 
usually knows his jumors. Kipling + 
fondness for long words made him 
uoticeable. The older boys knew hii 
as the ‘little fellow who knew tha 
meaning of long words.’ He woul. 
give little information if you asked 
him what the words meant; he waa 
afraid of being joliied. For all that, 
he was not a chap who could care for 
his own rights very well. 
“T remember particularly that 

older boys would

cate. He would pretend to obey aud 
would go through the lorm of eating 
the worm assigned to him. I don’t 
know whether he did it or not. We 
older boys know h'm also as ‘the little 
fellow who would eat worms.’ For all 
ais apparent yielding 1 never felt that 
the subserviency went very deep. He 
would apparently yield because he was 
unable tu do otherwise, We felt, how- 
ever, that below the surface his spirit 
sas his own, 

“Of course, he was never good at 
iny form of athletics. Although West- 
ward Ho is situated on the ocean, f 


lo not remember that Kipling was 
ever a good swimmer. He was under- 
sized and too near-sighted for the | 


sports. His story ‘Stalky and Co,’ was 
written about Westward Ho, Of course 
the story is not a correct portray 
of the school life. There used to be 
a story that Kipling dared not meet 
his schoolmates after writing 


| story,

Everything worked all right, and even} 
with a broken motor we could have 
gone ahead, but. without the equili- 
brator to guide our course we realized 
that we would have to abandon our 
air craft. 

‘After passing Nantucket island, we 
went north-east for an estimated dis- 
tance of 140 miles. Our motors were 
not in use, as the fresh westerly breeze 
was driving us forward et the rate of 
twenty-five miles an hour. Our chief 
anxiety was caused by the equilibra- 
tor, which was jerking the ship badly 
as it jumped over the water.

Promises to Be the Greatest Spectacle

In ‘London 
| London.—New plang are being an- 
nounced almost daily for the Festival 
of Empire which is to be held at the 
Crystal Palace next spring, and from 
resent indications this promises to 
ye the greatest spectacle of its kind 
ever held in Bngiand: Owing to the 
fact that the coronation will be held 
at the same time enormous crowds are 
expected, and arrangements are al- 
ready under way to care for the visi- 
tors. 

‘lhe festival was originally planned 
for last May but had to be postponed 
owing to the death of King Edward. 
Despite the great financial loss the

, ton, Socialist, 649; Fisher, Liberal, 405, 
a total of 1849. 

Ross gained 65 votes over his last 
year’s vote, and Bennett lost 38, as 
against Harrington’s vote. 

Hon. Mr. Ross will take up his resi- 
dence in Victoria os soon as he can 
arrange his personal affairs here. He 
takes with him to his new position the 
good will of the people of the riding, 
irrespective of their party affiliatiqns. 
Empress’ Assassin Takes His Own Life 

Geneva.—Luigi Lucchene, who as- 
sassinated the empress of Austria, 
committed suicide in his cell in the 
prison known as L’Eveche. 

Two days before, Lucchene went vio- 
lently insane, and after smashing 
everything in his cell, was put in a 
straight jacket.

VALUE OF ROCKY MOUNTAINS 
TO CANADA 


The Superintendent of Dominion 
Forestry Speaks of the Conserva- 
tion of Resources—Oniy About Ten 
Per Cent. of the Timber Lost Has 
Been Used for Lumber—Forests 
Are Necessary to Deveiopment.

Mr, Cumpvell argued that the pre- 
servition of the tovests tor legitimate 
use Ouly, Was as much to the interests 
of the general public as to the interest 
vf the Ivmbermen, iov, aifecting as it 
aid the water supply, usetul us they 
Were in providing some of the requi- 
sites of mining; in forming recreauion 
grounds; in sneltering game, and in 
their streams tney are the most im- 
portant part of the natural resources 
of Canada, 

The prairie country could not have 
been built up witnout having tie for- 
ests to fail back upon, for the forests 
must alwuys be a permanent feature 
in civilization. It was sometimes said 
tnat the time was coming when there 
would be no great necessity tor wood, 
but if the question was studied care- 
tully it would be found that even 
though there -were so many substitutes 
for wood, as a matter of fact the con- 
sumption of wood is increasing fast. 

Some people might think tnat the 
Rocky Mountain range is not one of 
the best assets of the country, that it 
would be much better if it was level- 
led down into good agricultural land. 

“I would Like to point-out that if the 
Cypress range to the southeast of here 
did not exist, that the water supply 
would be seriously interferred with,” 
he said. “The hills are responsible 
for the developmnt of irrigation, of 
‘water powers, and other purposes, 
The elevations are really one of the 
greatest assets of Alberta.” 

There were several lines of policy on 

which they must develop if they came 
to the conclusion that thy were going 
to handle the forests properly. Lands 
should be set apart for forest purposes 
and in doing that it would not be ne- 
cessary to interfere with other inter- 
ests because forests grew on Jands 
are not suitable for anything else. He 
thought the term of “reserve” unfortu. 
nate, and that the American words, 
National forests, were more explana- 
tory, because it was pot intended that 
they should be shut’up from use and 
proper exploitation. It simply meant 
that the nation laid down a Reley that 
certain tracts should be administered, 
\with the preservation of the forests 
\ a8 one of the main objects in view. 
;, In the Rocky Mountain district they 
had recently set apart reserves on the 
eastern slopes and the first object was 
to reserve timber. With that timber 
it would be possible to develop the 
mining industry. The geological de- 
partment had calculated that there 
were twenty-two and one-half billion 
tons of coal along the eastern slope of 
the Rockies, 

“If you are going to get that coal 
out you are going to require forty- 
five billion lineal feet of wood, and in 
order to get that wood it will take the 
product of nine million acres for sixty 
years,” estimated Mr, Campbell. 


FARMER DELEGATES TO OTTAWA 


Six Hundred Strong They Will Meet 
the Members of Parliament on 
Tariff Question 
Winnipeg.—Arrangements have been 
made by which from five hundred to 
six hundred delegates, representing 
organized farmers of Canada will meet 
members of the Dominion government 
and of the parliament «at Ottawa, to 
present their claims on the tariff ques- 
tion and en other matters in which 

agricultural classes are interested, 
The executive of the Manitoba 
}Grain Growers’ association has issued 
a call to each of the two hundred local 
associations to appoint one or more 
members of this dateradinn Similar 
action will be taken in Alberta and 
Saskatchewan within the next few 
days. Delegates from the west are ex- 
pected ‘to meet at Winnipeg and pro- 
ceed in two special trains to Ottawa.
